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The major emphasis of public key infrastructure has been to provide a cryptographically 
secure means of authenticating identities. However, procedures for authorizing the holders of 
these identities to perform specific actions still need additional research and development. 
While there are a number of proposed standards for authorization structures and protocols 
such as KeyNote, SPKI, and SAML based on X.509 or other key-based identities, none have 
been widely adopted.
